1. INTRODUCTION AND ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


This study is both a brief history of the Earp family, particu- 
larly in colonial America, and the genealogy of Amos Earp Sr, of Howard 
County, Maryland and his descendants down to the present day. 

It is based on facts culled from several years research in 
libraries, historical societies, archives and court houses in three 
states and the District of Columbia. It has also required discussions 
with many members of the Earp family, both of the Amos Earp Sr. and 
collateral lines, and their cooperation is gratefully acknowledged. 

The author is especially indebted to Dorothy Evelyn Earp, 
Dorothy Worsham Earp, Bess Arterburn Rich and Carlyle R. Earp for 
their invaluable interest, knowledge and assistance in the preparation 
of this history. 

FRONTIS-PIECE PHOTOGRAPH 

This is the only known photograph of Amos Earp Sr. in existence 
and was taken shortly after the Civil War when he was about 70 years of 
age. The original was kindly supplied by Mrs, Ruth Dawson Kesling of 
the Thomas Earp Line. There was some question at first whether the 
picture was Amos Sr. or Amos Jr. because the name penciled thereon said 
only “Amos Earp", However the dating of the photographer and verifica- 
tion by various family menbers who knew either Amos Sr. or Amos Jr. per- 


sonally confirmed the identification. 
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2. EARP FAMILY ORIGINS 
The name Earp is listed in numerous studies of British surnames but 

authorities do not agree on its exact origin and meaning. Several maintain 
that it is old English, describing personal appearance, and means "dark", 
"dusky" or Nswarthy",— Another asserts that it derives from Erpe, a location 
in what is now Belgium.” The fullest, and most interesting, explanation, 
which was found under the spelling Erp, Fak lane 

A common personal name in Pictland, Erp, Yrp, appears as 

the name of a Welsh king...The name was borrowed from the 

Picts by the Norsemen and gave name to the Icelandic family 

of Erplingi. Erp, son of Meldun a Scots Earl was captured 

by the Norsemen and as a freeman went to colonize Iceland 

in the end of the ninth century...Erc is the Gaelic equiva- 

lent of the name. 

Regardless of its origin, and exact meaning, there is little doubt that 
Earp is a British family which dates back many centuries. The earliest record 
I have yet found is the marriage of a William Erpe in London Town in the year 
1561." There were a dozen Earps listed in the 1953 London telephone directory 
and others are found in various parts of the British Isles, including Strat- 
ford-on-Avon, the home of Shakespeare. Several English Earps have been listed 
in hots Who" in recent years and the works of these, and others, are to be 
found in the Library of Congress. There is also a sprinkling of Earps today 
throughout Canada, the Union of South Africa, Australia and New Zealand, al- 
though it is by no means a common name. Worth noting is occasional hyphen- 
ated spelling, Earp-Jones, afong the South Africans around Capetown. 

It may be surprising in view of this background to learn that the Earp 


name is well known in certain parts of Brazil, South America and that the native

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tongue of the bearers of the name is Portuguese. There is an Earp Street in 
Petropolis, near Rio de Janeiro, which is named for Arturo de Sa Earp, a for- 
mer mayor of that town. I have learned through Dr. Nelson de Sa Earp, his son, 
that the family migrated to this South American country many generations See, 
3. BRIEF HISTORY OF EARPS IN AMERICA 

Earps came early to the American colonies and until quite recently the 
author thought the first immigrant (the ancestor of those mentioned in this 
history) came to Maryland in the 1690s. However Earps participated even 
earlier in the formation of the first English settlement in the colony of 
South Carolina. On "A List of All Such Masters, free passengers and servants 
which are now a board the Carolina now ridinge in the Downes August the 10th 
1669" are the names of "Mrs. Sarah Erpe, Eliz. Erpe and Mrs. Mary Erpe", There 
are other records of Sarah Earpe and Elizabeth Earpe owning land in Charles 
Towne in the 1670s and 1680s." 

The second group of Earps to come to America is the Maryland-Virginia 
group (of which more later) from whom Amos Earp Sr. and his descendents derive. 
Wyatt Earp, the famous "gun fighting" marshall of the old frontier West, also 
comes from this branch, his grandfather, Walter Earp, having been born in 
Montgomery Co., Maryland about 1785.7 

The third group of Earps located around Raleigh, North Carolina and their 
earliest known date is 1750. They had large landholdings in Wake and Johnston 


Counties, where many still live today, North Carolina Earps appeared on early

Earp, of Washington, D.C., an ardent Earp researcher of the Wyatt Earp line, 
advised that Walter Earp himself recorded the place of his birth in one of 
the Federal Census, 
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colonial militia lists and served in the Revolution, the War of 1812 and the 
Confederate army during the Civil War. There was in Civil War times a town 
called Earpsboro near Raleigh, North Proline 

One other Earp fomily is know to the writer. This branch is a relatively 
late arrival however, being descendent from one Robert Earp, a clock and watch- 
maker, who migrated to Philadelphia, Penna. from Leicestershire, England in 
179. Earp Street in South Philadelphia probably derived its name from this 
family which was prominent in business and politics there. 

Although the Earps are predominantly a Southern family there were divided 
loyalties during the Civil War and Earps served in both the Union and Confed- 
erate armies. One of the most interesting of these was Colonel C.R. Earp of 
the 10th Texas Cavalry, C.S.A., who was a real fighting soldier. He fought in 
many of the great battles of the West including Murfreesboro, Chickamagua, the 
Atlanta campaign and Nashville, and is frequently mentioned in the official 
records of the are The Howard County Maryland Earps known to have served 
in that great struggle wore the blue, although it is believed that Amos Earp, 
Sr. and his own family were’ sympathetic to the cause of the South. 

It is an interesting sidelight that the great battle of Gettysburg 
numbered among its participants Maryland's Wilson L. Earp on the Union side 
and North Carolina's Calvin Earp and William Earp on the Confederate side. 

While some of the links in the chain of descent are in doubt, there is no 


question that Thomas Earp, the earliest known of our name in the colony of

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Maryland, is the original and common ancestor of the Maryland and Virginia 
Earps. His place of origin and exact time of immigration to the new world ars 
unknown, but existing records place him along the Patapsco River, near the 
present site of Baltimore in the late 1690s. His first owmed land was only a 
few miles from the home of Amos Earp, Sr. (some 150 years later) and other of 
his descendants down to the present time still reside in the same general area, 

At the time Thomas Earp first appeared in Maryland, the colony was only a 
little over 60 years old and the capitol had just been moved from St. Mary's 
to Annapolis, then known as Ann Arundel Town. Baltimore was not yet to be 
founded for some 30 years and the entire white population of the colony num- 
bered only several thousand souls. Outside of a few Indian trails, roads did 
not exist and most settlers went inland by way of, and settled along, the 
waterways; so it is natural that we find our earliest ancestor taking up land 
along the "great falls of the Patapsco", 

Two facts should be emphasized at this point: first the scarcity of writ- 
ten records from this early falda and second the great variance in the 
spelling of proper names in those records which do exist, There were no vital 
statistics records kept by the authorities as we know them today; marriage 
licenses were not issued and recorded until the time of the revolution. Church 
records of baptisms, marriages, burials, etc. which have survived are far from 
complete. The provincial and county court records are fairly complete but un- 
fortunately our ancestors filed no probate records, with but one exception, 


until the recording of the will of Amos Earp Sr. in 1893. 
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Colonial education was virtually unknown and most colonists could neither 
read nor write and therefore repeated their names verbally for record purposes, 
Some court clerk put down what he heard and this often resulted in some of the 
most unusual phonetic spellings. Now it may interest present day Earps to know 
that Thomas Earp and his early descendants pronounced their name to rhyme with 
harp (as the North Carolina and some Western Earps still do today). Therefore 
our name was placed in many of the early records as Arp, Arpe, Harp, Harpe and 
Yarp in addition to the more usual variations such as Erpe, Erp, Herp and Earpe. 
There was a real Harp family in colonial Maryland as well as a German Erb fam~ 
ily who sometimes got themselves recorded as Earp, and to unscramble the Harps, 
the misspelled Erbs and the misspelled Earps was no mean task. In no case, 
however, in writingthis history has any spelling been accepted as an Earp of 
our line without some other supporting evidence that it was in fact meant to 
be Earp. 

4. THE ANCESTRY OF AMOS EARP SR. 

In the absence of wills or Bible records, the following early Maryland 
Earp family line is based on other sources, primarily land deeds, All the 
Earp properties cited in this section were within a few miles of each other 
along the Patapsco River. Land was then, as now, passed from husband to wife 
or father to son, unless otherwise specifically stated, and such records are 
usually good proof of relationships. It should be emphasized, however, that 
these relationships are not certain, although the weight of logic and the 
available extant evidence seems to support them. Most dates of birth and 
death are approximations and there may have been other descendants also who 


are now unknown due to the lack of any existing record.

NOTE A: Thomas Earp Sr. is known definitely to have existed, although no record 
of him remains, because the next Thomas Earp specifically referred to himself as 
Thomas Jr. in his land patent application. 

NOTE B: Thomas Earp Jr. (1665-1720) lived along the Patapsco River, a few miles 
northwest of the present Baltimore suburbs of Ellicott City and Catonsville, as 
numerous records attest. He may have come from England, as many colonists did, 
indentured to work for some other person for a period of years in return for 
payment of his passage but this is only conjecture. He witnessed a will in 1698 
(the earliest knovm record of him) and is mentioned in court records in 1700 and 
1707.7 The fragmentary tax rolls of Baltimore County show him as a resident of 


the south side of Patapsco Hundred from 1699 to 1706.7

An interesting sidelight is the fact that another signer of this petition 
was one John Petticoat (Peddicord) and that the only known revolutionary sold- 
ier from this area named Earp was one Petticoat (Peddicord) Earp, thus strong- 
ly indicating a previous marriage between these two families. 
NOTE C: Joseph Earp Sr. (1690-1750), the son of Thomas Earp Jr., also signed 
the aforementioned roads petition and his name appears jointly with that of his 
brother, John Earp on the colonial proprietor!s rent rolls? (1716-1728) for 
the "Lurgan" property which they apparently derived jointly from their father. 
Joseph and John Earp jointly sold this property in 1728." 

Joseph Earp Sr. married one Ruth Yates of an early prominent Baltimore Co. 
family. Together they were ddninistrabore of the estate of one George Yates? 
who was either the father or late husband of Ruth. In 1725 they jointly sold 


a property known as"Yates Contrivancett® (of which more later) which was situated

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NOTE D: Joseph Earp Jr.(1720-1775). Four indentures between 1740 and 1765 are 
recorded in the name of Joseph Earp "planter" and his wife mien. Proper- 
ties owned included "Deaver's Forest" on the north side of the Patapsco in Bal- 
timore Co, and "Gosnell's Chance" on the south side of the river in Anne Arundel 
Co. The latter property passed to his known son, Joshua Earp? (of whom more 
later). The long period of time between the earlier Joseph, and his wife Ruth, 
and this Joseph and his wife Elizabeth, indicates that two different men were 
involved. The proximity of the land holdings and the later repurchase by Joshuz 
Earp of the Yates Contrivance property} originally owned by Joseph Sr. (his 
grandfather) supports the father-son relationship between the two Josephs, 

NOTE E: Joshua Earp (1760-1811) specifically refers to himself as the son of 
Joseph (gr. )* and the Earp women are assumed to be his sisters based primarly 
on the dates and frequency of intermarriages between the Farp, McKensey and 
Jones families.? 
NOTE F: James Earp witnessed the will of Jobmuae (whose father and children are 
definitely known) and is therefore probably his younger brother. This assumption 
is strengthened by the fact that James Earp also married in the Jones, McKensey 
family group! and lived for many years in close proximity to the Joshua Earp

Note G: Jemina, Jonothan, Ashur and Susan Earp are believed to be brothers and 

sisters of Amos Earp Sr based on two facts. First the dates and places of 

marriages proved them to be contemporaries of Amos who lived in the same area

with him. Second, among the children of Amos Earp Sr. were a Jemina, a 

Jonothan and a Susan who might logically have been named for their Aunts and

Uncle. 

NOTE H; John Farp (1700-1745) is mentioned because he was the progenitor of 

the Earps who settled along the Potomac River (Fairfax Co., Virginia and 

Montgomery Co., Maryland) and the ancestor of Wyatt Earp, the frontier mar- 

shall.? John Earp patented "Macklams Palondenaat near "Lurgan" in 1719-1721 

and paid rent to the colonial proprietor with his brother Joseph Earp Sr. as 

previously mentioned. 

When he sold both properties in 1728,° John Earp is listed in the deeds 
recording these transactions as a resident of Stafford (later Fairfax County, 
Virginia and this is the earliest known record of the Earp name in Virginia. 
John Earp's estate was probated in 1745 in Fairfax he His known son, Joshua 
Earp, apparently followed his father to the Potomac River area because he sold 
a property called "Timber Neck" at Elk Ridge, Anne Arundel Co, along the 
Patapsco in 1737' and the probate of his estate is also to be found in the 
Fairfax hg records in the 1750s. This Joshua should not be confused with

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the previously mentioned Joshva Earp, also of Anne Arundel Co. who was the son 
of Joseph Farp,Jr. 

Later evidence of a relationship between these two groups of Earps along 
the Patapsco and Potomac Rivers respectively is likewise on record. In 1776, 
William Earp of Baltimore Co., sold a 100 acre tract there known as"Orgean!s 
Forest" for his mother, Mary Earp, who is listed in the land deed as a resident 
of Fairfax Co., Va. 

Other early Earp records of interest include the names of the signers of 
the 1778 Oath of Fidelity to the newly formed government during the Revolution- 
ary War. They were: Edward Earp, Thomas Earp, Peddicord Earp and two William 
Earps, all of Anne Arundel Co. (later Howard) Maryland; and James Earp and 
William Earp of Montgomery Co., Spel oct Si It is worthy of note that not a 
Single Earp name is found on the list of those persons who refused to take the 
oath of Fidelity.° 

Of these Earp signers only Petticoat (Peddicord) Earp, previously mentioned 
is actually known to have served in the Revolutionary War. He was a member of 
the Elk Ridge Flying Camp of the Maryland Continental Line* and lived to a 
great age, being listed in the 80=90 bracket in Anne Arundel Co. in the Federal 
Census of 1830.° Josiah Earp and Erasmus Earp, who were also Maryland Revolu- 
tionary War soldiers, lived in Montgomery co.® and were descendants of the 
previously mentioned joked Karp. 

James Earp did not sign the oath, an indication that he was possibly 
under age at the time. The fact that he does not appear on the 1782 Anne Arun- 
del Tax Roll and that he did not marry until 1791 tend to support this view. 


The Tax Roll also implies that Joseph Earp Jr. was deceased in 1782 as he is not

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listed and his "Gosnell's Chance" property is recorded in his son, Joshua's name, 
One of the male dependents trllied (but not named) as being of his household 

was probably his younger brother James Earp. 

5. AMOS EARP SR. OF HOWARD COUNTY, MARYLAND 

While much is known about the life of Amos Earp Sr., the identity of his 
parents is not. It is the writer's opinion that he is the son of the previous- 
ly mentioned James Earp and the grandson of Joseph Earp Jr. Whether this is 
true or not, there can be little doubt that he is directly descended from the 
original Thomas Earp of "Lurgan" on the Patapsco. 

Amos Earp Sr., himself, stated that he was born in sia and all 
records and associations throughout his life place him in close proximity to 
the descendants of Joshua Earp (believed to be his uncle). According to one 
theory, Amos' name was really Annanias Earp and Joshua Earp was his father, 
But, disliking the name due to its association with Annanias the great liar of

_ the Bible, he changed his given name to Amos. 
Joshua Earp did have a son named Annanias“but whether or not Annanias and Amos 
are one and the same person is a matter of conjecture. 

Amos Earp Sr. never mentioned his fatner in any record which is a curious 
fact because another Amos Earp lived at the same time, in the same vicinity and 
is buried only a few feet distant from Amos Earp Sr.? When such a condition ex- 
isted in the past it was customary to list oneself as Amos, son of James (or 
Amos of J.) to distinguish that person from another of the same name. Why Amos 


Earp Sr. never did so in any of his many legal transactions is the great mystery 


associated with his life.

Amos Jr. (1842) and Katherine (date unknown who died in enivansoayT= The 
descendants of each of these children, as far as are known, are set forth in 
the last part of this history. 

Amos Earp Sr. earned his living, and a very successful one, at farming and 
_ real estate. He also was a prominent merchant and, in addition, was associated 
in business with the Ellicott family, the founders of Ellicott City and operator 
of mills at that place. However, the exact nature of these connections is not 
now aeeriny. He obviously acquired much standing in his community for he acted 
as trustee in several complex legal transactions involving sale of property in 
dispute," served as County Commissioner for Howard County? and also served as 
a member of the Howard County School aden,” His taste for politics was ap- 
parently inherited by a number of his descendants who have since held various 
offices in the county and state governments. 


In 1828 Amos Earp Sr. made his first land purchase, a modest 10 acres in

eral pages of this book and included holdings in three different counties.” 


"Orange Grove" and "Granite Park" are the best known and are familiar names to 


many Earps. 


In the 1830's Amos Earp Sr. successively purchased parts of "Moore's Morn- 


ing Choice" which had originally been patented to a Dr. Mordecai Moore in 1689? 


shortly before his ancestor, Thomas Earp of nearby "Lurgan", first appeared in 


the Maryland records. The property was situated 3 miles from the old Elk Ridge 


Landing high on the south bank of the Patapsco River overlooking what is now 


Patapsco State Park and the "mansion house" and other buildings were included 


in the purchase. It is of interest to note that in early times the river was 


navigable by ocean going vessels and the "landing" (a little up river from the 


present town of Elk Ridge) was a thriving port which for a time rivaled Balti- 


more for the number one city of the colony. This purchase then was the "Orange 


Grove" property which was to be the Amos Earp Sr. home for over 40 years; dur- 


ing this time it was still further enlarged by him and included part of a fam- 


ous estate known as "Belmont" ,4 


He bought another, still larger, farm in 1873 which was part of an original | 


tract called "Wincowpen Neck" patented by the Warfield family in 1700.? This is 


the "Granite Park" property and lies between the middle and south branches of

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the Patuxent River in the vicinity of Guilford and Savage, Howard Co. It is still 
in existence today (1956) but is no longer owned by the Earp family. 

In 1886 Amos Earp Sr. purchtsed a third property at Elk Ridge known as 
Captain Jean's Ravn, "Orange Grove" having been sold in 1879.7 He willed his 
two farms to his two surviving sons, "Granite Park" going to Thomas Earp and 
"Captain Jean's Farm" to Amos Earp Jr. His numerous grandchildren were also 
well remembered in his will.? 

Among other properties owned by Amos Earp Sr. were parts of "Pierce's 
Encouragement", "Lot No. 10 of The Baltimore Company Lands", "The First Discov- 
ery", and "Talbott's Last shirt”.” It is interesting that "The First Discovery" 
was partially bounded by "Hanover" (at or near the present site of Elk Ridge) 
which was owned partially by William Earp, the son of Joshua Earp, and by 
Ashur Earp, believed to be the brother of Amos sr.° 

Amos Earp Sr. survived his wife Ellen, who died in 1872°, and six of his 
eight children and lived to be 95 years of ago, ! As are other members of his 
family, he is buried in the cemetery of the Melville Methodist Church in Elk 
Ridge, Howard Co., Maryland which could almost be termed an Earp burying 
ground because over 25 bearers of the name are interred there.

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Such was the long and notable life of Amos Earp Sr., the progenitor of 
the many persons mentioned in the next part of this book, That he was a man 
of substance and stature in Howard County is evidenced by the obituary which 


appeared in "The Ellicott City Times", January 21, 1893. 


Mr. Amos Earp, of the First district of Howard County, died on the 
18th inst. at his home near Jilkridge, in the 95th year of his age. 
Mr. Earp has long been a resident of this county and once lived on 
and owned the property now owned and occupicd by Mrs. Norris at 
Orange Grove. He was for a long time identified with the business 
interests of the Ellicotts, the founders of Ellicott City. Later 

he was successively County Commissioner and School Commissioner 

for this county. He could have served his county in other honorable 
and responsible capacities, but never sought office. Two sons, 
Messrs. Amos Farp, road supervisor of the first district, and Thomas 
Earp, residing at Guilford, survive him. Mr. Howard A. Earp, Collec- 
tor Third District of Howard County, is a nephew (grandson). The 
deceased was a successful farmer during life and died well-to-do, 
owning several large farms.
